Among many instances of snake-bite 
poisoning 1 have seen was a strong 
young brahmin of twenty, well known 
to me, who had been bitten during the 
night while watching his maize crop. 
Ere I knew of it they had. brought him 
into my compound in front of the 
bungalow. As yet he walked quite 
steadily, only leaning slightly on the 
arm of anotherman. There was that. 
peculiar drowsy look in his eyes, how- 
ever, as from a stfong narcotic, which 
indicated his having been bitten for 
some time, and left but little room for 
hope now. He could still clearly tell 
me the particulars. He had been bit- 
ten, he said, on putting his foot to the 
ground while moving off his charpoy 
in the dark, but, thinking the bite was 
that of a non-poisonous snake, had 
given no more heed to the matter and 
gone to sleep again,till he was awakened 
by his friends coming in search of him. 
With some difficulty I was able to find 
the bite—very faint, no larger than 
the prick from a pin, but still the un- 
mistakable double mark of the poison 
fangs. He felt the poison, he said, 
gradually ascending the limb, and 
pointed to a part just above the knee, 
where he felt it had already reached, 
the limb below that being, he said, be- | 
numbed, and painless to the touch, like 
the foot when “asleep.” I gave him 
the usual remedies, and kejit him walk- 
ing to and fro, but gradually his limbs 
seemed to be losing their power of 
voluntary motion, and his head was 
beginning to droop from the overpow- 
ering drowsiness that was surely 
gathering over him. At intervals he 
pointed out the poison Jine steadily 
rising higher, and was still able to 
answer questions clearly on being 
roused.

The time has now arrived when 
it behooves the colored people to 
be up and doing.

As yet, the color- 
ed people have not manifested 
any lively interest in the success of 
the party which has hitherto 
characterized them, and the rea- 
son may be, because it was against 
their first choice that the candi- 
dates have been named.

TEACHERS EXAMINATION. 


There is something radically 
wrong in the system of examing 
teachers. For example tuke the 
case of a person applying for a 
teachership in any of the grades 
below the Eighth; they ure sub- 
jected to a fair but rigid exami- 
nation aud fail to receive the ap- 
pointment, unless they attain a 
certain per cent. Forthe Eighth 
grade which requires a more 
thorough knowledge of the several 
studies taught, applicants are ex- 
amined privately without compe- 
titiou. In the High School docn- 
mentary evidence, no matter how 
ancient, is regarded sufficient 
guarantee of the applicant's fitness. 
This is not fair, if an examination 
is a needed pre-requisite to deter- 
mine the fitnesss of an applicant 
to teach spelling, and adlition, 
how much more essential 1s it that 
those entrusted with the h gher 
education of our children should 
also be required to place on re- 
cord their fitness to instruct. We 
hope that since the colored trus- 
tees have decided to place a male 
in charge of the High School, they 
will require at least as mach from 
the applicants as they do from the 
poor girl who is back in her A, B, 
C. 


SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT. 


— — 


The schools for children in 
Washington and Georgetown are 
quitelargly under the control of 
young, and in some cases, inexper- 
enced teachers; now what is need- 
ed is a superintendent who can 
give some attention in the school 
room, so these young teachers 
spend an hour or two, at least. a 
month, in the “School-room Ob- 
server,’ and when necessary 
correct them as to methods, ete. 
As it now is, notwithstanding his 
competent Asst. Mis Coakley, 
and his scholarly supervising prin- 
cipels, Supt. Cook barely has time 
to make roonthly flying visits of 
a few minutes, during the school 
year. This is not doing justice to 
the teacher or pupils, and is one of 
the many evils growing out ot the 
present double headed supervis- 
ing system.

TO PREVENT MISCEGEN- 
ERATION, 


The Honse District Committee yester- 
day authorized Mr. McComas to report 
favorably Mr. Bennett’s bill to prohibtt 
miscegeneration in this district. It pro- 
vides that all marriages between a white 
peison and a person of Negro descent to 
the third generation are forever probibit- 
ed in the District of Columbia, and shall 
be void. Every yerson violating the law is 
to be deemed guilty of an infamous of- 
fense, and-upon conviction, shall be sen- 
tenced tolmprisonment and labor for a 
period of not less then ove or more than 
sevell years. 

This bill has been severely critizised by 
some citizens of the city, as itis not ex- 
plicit euough. Under the present system 
of marriage license ony one can secure 
such a license from the clerk's office, and 
the authorities can never know the color 
of such applicants.—**Wednesday’s Ke- 
publican.” 


When the above bill is reported 
to the House tu prevent Negroes 
trom marrying white women, there 
should be an amendment present- 
ed, something on this order: Aud 
it shall be further resolved, that, 
if any Member of Congress, (that 
is white member), Senator, or any 
white person (male) shall be caugbt 
at Mahogany Hall on Thirteenth 
street, or flirting with any Ebouy- 
colured female, which 1s frequent- 
ly done, such Member of Congress, 
Senator, or male white person, 
shall be fined not less than five 
thousand dollars aud not more 
than ten or be imprisoned not less 
thau five yearsand no more than ten. 

Sec. 2. If any white male be 
caught attempting to induce a mu- 
latia woman or Ebony-colored 
woman, (whichis frequently done), 
to fornicatiun or seen directly or 
indirectly promoting prostitution, 
such Member ot Congress, Sena- 
tor, or white male shall receive 9 
and 300n the naked back. If 
such an amendment is offered to 
Mr. Bennett’s bill and adopted, 
the coldred people will have no 
objection. It 1s true there area 
few Negroes in the District of 
Columbia who are anxioas to be 
white aud marry white women. 
The colored people as a mass are 
satisfied with the pure African 
lady. Let the crank be turned and 
give us the next Demoecrrtic 
scream.

There is 
not @ teacher in the Seventh school di- 
vision who favors his re-appointment. 
They dare not say a word against him as 
he has already threatened to drop severa 
should he sueceed in being re-appointed 
They stand in fear of him .as to 
their moral protection. Any person is 
liable to prefer false charges aguinst a 
teacher and be dismissed without an in- 
vestigation. I have written a letter to the 
Commissioners prostesting against his re- 
appointment, but I fear it will do no good. 
I desire to ask you is there no remedy? Will 
the voice of sixty thousand people be 
heard? Is there no redress, or power 
to which the deople can appeal to prevent 
the re-appointment of Mr. Brookes. I have 
children, and feel fearful of the teach- 
ers in the Seventh school division.

A COLORED GIANT. 


A TALK WITH ALDERMAN SEATON, OF 
ALEXANDRIA. 


Alderman John A. Seaton, of Alexandria, a 
gigantic colored man, who attracted niuch at- 
tention about two years ago when he marched 
as one of the guard of honor beside the hearse 
containing the remains of Charlies Sumner on 
ite passage through New York, is now a spec- 
ial Deputy Sheriff in this city, and has been 
placed in charge of the Equitable Life Insur- 
ance Company’s building, 120 Broadway, the 
largest private structure devoted to office uses 
in America. Those who have been there with- 
in {the last two months cannot have falled to 
notice Seaton. He is six feet six inches high, 
spendidly proportioned, straight aS an arrow, 
and about thirty-five years old. He is dress- 
ed in bright blue cloth, with gilt buttons 
reaching tothe chin. In his hand he dangles 
a knotted cane four feet one inch in length 
and two inches in dlameter across the head. 

“My parents” said he toa“Graphic” reporter 
this moring, “were set free by General Wash- 
ington while he was President. My mother 
was very young atthe time, but she has often 
told meaboutit. I never wasasiave.”’ 

“Take that elevator, sah,’’ said he biandly 
turning to some one who wanted to go to ex- 
judge Fullerton’s office. Ther were four ele- 
vators in view, but the man cited along the 
under side of the blue sleeve and ponderous 
little (?) finger that were extended over his 
head, and passed out from under them with 
an express‘on of thanks. 

“I think there must be not far from 15,000 
people pass in and out of this building during 
the day,” continued the sable giant, with 
hardly a trace of tne accent peculiar to his race. 
“My father was 6 feet 5 inches high, but my 
mother was not remarkably large. There were 
ten of us children, seven were girls, and aver- 
aged about 5 feet ll inches. My brothers were 
both small, each being about 6 feet 2 inches 
high. 1 was the youngest. IL weigh 276 
pounds.” 

Seaton learned the trade of a carpenter, and 
when he was eighteen years old had occasion 
with five others to hold up one side of a roof 
which he says weighed over a ton. The other 
side rested on the ground. 

A brace gave way and his companions leap- 
ed back in fright. Seaton had been stand:ng 
imprudently under the roof, about midway be- 
tween the ends, and could not escape. Down 
caine the heavy mass, slowly doubling up his 
strong arms until he got an opportunity to 
place his head agaiust a rafter. Here the 
young glant beld it untilhis reessuring cries 
brought his fellow-workmen to his assistance. 

During the War he served as carpenter on 
the Penuinsala and at Alexandria. At the 
latter place he was enrolled for the defense 
against the raids of General Mosby. Once, 
while at Manassas,he obtained a furlough, 
and on his return missed a train and wasa 
day late. “General Whittle ordered me up 
before his tent,’’ he said, chuckling all through 
his huge frame at the recollection, ‘*and by 
way of punishment, made me whistie from 
eleven o'clock until four." Mr. Seaton is 
quite ariistic in this kind of performance. 
Subsequently General Whittle made him 
brigade commissary sergeant. He held that 
position until the close of the war. Then he 
became a messenger iu the Commissary De- 
partment, where his litheness and address 
in carrying notes and taking verbal mes- 
sages irom one department to another won 
him general favor. Next he went to the Cap- 
itolasa watchman, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed as the first and only member of the 
Capto!l Police. This position was worth about 
| $1,800 a year, and the force is largely composed

As is well known, a tree cannot grow 
without leaves. These are put forth 
every year, and are a contrivance for 
vastly increasing the surface. An oak 
tree of good size exposes several acres of 
surface to the air during the growing 
season. Ithas been estimated that the 
Washington elm at Cambridge, Mass., 
not a very large tree, exposes about five 
ucres of foliage, if we include both sides 
of the leaves. Leaves are more nearly 
comparable to stomachs than lungs. A 
leaf isa laboratory for assimilating or 
manufacturing raw materials into plant 
fabric. The cellular structure of the 
leaves, wood and bark of a tree is a 
complicated subject to treat in a popular 
way. It requires a vast sirface of leaves 
to doa little work. By counting the 
leaves on a seedling oak, and estimating 
the surface of both sides of each, we 
can see how many inches are needed to 
build up the roots and stem for the first 
year. After the first year the old stem of 
the oak bears no leaves. It is dependent 
on the leaves of the branches, or its 
children, for support. 

A tree is a sort of community, each 
part having its own duties to periorm. 
The root hair takes up most of the nour- 
ishment. The young roots take this to 
the larger ones, and they, in turn, like 
the branches of a river, pour the flood of 
crude sap into the trunk, which conveys 
it to the leaves. The assimilated or di- 
gested sap passes from the leaves to all 
growing parts of the plant, and a de- 
posit is made where most needed. If a 
branch is much ex d to the winds, 
the base of it hasa certain support or 
certain amount of nourishment. So with 
the trunk of a tree. If the base of a 
branch or the main trunk is much ex- 
posed to the winds and storms, a much 
thicker deposit of food is made there. 
The winds give a tree exercise, which 
seems good to help make it strong. Our 
toughest wood comes from trees grow- 
ing in exposed places. The limbs of a 
tree are all the time, striving with each 
other to see which shall have the most 
room and the most sunshine. While 
some perish in the attempt, or meet with 
only very indifferent success, the strong- 
est of the strong buds survive.
